THE NEW CHIEF Dr. Carl L. Als- 
OF THE BUREAU erg, of the Bu- 
rean of Plant In- 


dustry, has been made chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, to succeed Dr. 
H. W. Wiley. The educational quali- 
fications of Dr. Alsberg are of the 
highest. He is a graduate of Colum- 
bia University, City of New York, has 
studied in the University of Berlin 
and in other foreign universities. He 
was at one time head of the Depart- 
ment of Biological Chemistry of Har- 
vard Medical School. He has made 
a special study of pharmacology and 
has contributed extensively to chemi- 
eal literature. 

It is entirely too early to know 
how the machinery of the Bureau will 
run under the guidance of the new 


chief. Dr. Alsberg has, in a measure, 
outlined his policy in an interview 
which appeared in the Public Ledger, 
December 22, 1912, as follows: 


‘‘T believe that most manufacturers and 
handlers of foodstuffs want to do the right 
thing, but most of them don’t know ex- 
actly what is the right thing. The whole 
subject of food inspection and the demand 
for pure foods is new. When the Bureau 
of Chemistry was established there were 
no standards, no guides of any sort. Every- 
thing had to be worked out, and it’s been 
slow work. Only a few things definitely 
have been determined for this analysis of 
foods. To establish standards is not the 
work of days, but of years. When we ar- 
rive at what is the standard then we must 
show the manufacturer how to bring his 
products up to the standard. 

‘‘Tf we tell a man who is putting up 
dried fruit that he must not use certain 
preservatives to prevent the development

of insect life in the product, we have gone. 


only half way if.we do not show him how 
he can take care of his fruit in such a way 
as to dispense with the forbidden preserva- 
tive and still insure the keeping qualities 
of the product.’’ 

Certainly no manufacturer can take 
any exception to the above declara- 
tions. It is highly probable that be- 
cause of Dr. Alsberg’s special train- 


ing along pharmacological. lines, the 


drug work under the pure food and 
drugs act will be more energetically 
pushed. 

The new chief is well qualified to 
carry on the work, both by education 
and by experience, and we believe 
that he will see to it that work under 
the pure food and drugs act will be 
energetically pushed and the spirit of 
the law courageously enforced. 


SMALLPOX IN California is blessed 


CALIFORNIA with many things. 


There is the wonderful climate, beau- 
tiful scenery, rich soil; the great variety 
and abundance of its mineral re- 
sources and its agricultural produc- 
tions. On the other hand the State 
is most unfortunate in the number of 
fanatical and ignorant ‘‘antis’’ who 


reside and have their being within its — 


boundaries. Recently Los Angeles, 
and now also Berkeley, is ‘‘enjoying’”’ 
an ‘‘error’’ in smallpox, something 
which should not be possible in any 
modern civilized country and which, 
in fact, could not be possible if it were 
not for the pernicious influence of the 


numerous and ignorantly aggressive 


antis. This is not all: the ignorant 
mouthpieces of the antis, namely cer- 
tain dailies which foster and openly 
espouse the cause of the antis, do all 
in their power to keep the sporadic 
outbreaks of plague, smallpox, infan- 
tile paralysis, diphtheria, etc., a secret, 
for fear it will hurt business. 

If vaccination were practiced and 
rigidly enforced, as it should be, then 
it would be wholly impossible for ten 
eases of smallpox to develop within 


the confines of two or three blocks 
of the residence portion of a city, 

There is something radically wrong 
when the voters of a State place a 
‘‘Christian Scientist’’ in the U. S. 
Senate. There is something radically 
wrong when a university town (Berk- 
eley) owns and supports two daily 
mouthpieces of the antis. Just what 
these antis hope to gain in their mis- 
directed efforts to stay progress is 
wholly beyond the comprehension of 
the normal human mind. Their un- 
reasonable splutterings and vaporings 
are directed against the tested and 
proven (tested and proven by the en- 
tire scientific world) facts of science, 
particularly medical science, and in no 
instance do they ever attempt to ex- 
plain or to give reasons why they 
splutter so. 

California especially needs a strong 
scientifically progressive organization 
(State, county and city) to safeguard 
the public health and to enforce the 
health laws. 


HONEST The California State 
ADVERTISING [egislature is now in 
session in Sacramento, and many of 
the legislators are wondering what to 
do to bring themselves into promin- 
ence. The assemblyman or the senator 
who succeeds in carrying through the 
following suggestions will soon be 
sent to Congress, and will later have 
a monument erected to his memory. 
The National Federation of Retail 
Merchants, at a meeting held in St. 
Louis, November 19-21, 1912, adopted 
the following preamble and resolution, 
favoring an honest advertising law: 
Whereas, It is a known fact that the 
practices of misrepresentation and dishon- 
est advertising honeyeombs many lines of 
business in this country, therefore inducing 
many of our people to become victims of 


these methods of fraud and deception; 
therefore, be it 

_ Resolved, That the National Federation — 
of Retail Merchants urges upon the officers 
and directors of all retail associations that 
they immediately take steps in their sev- 
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eral States to promote the passage of a law 
looking to the placing upon our statute 
books of the several States of an honest 
advertising law, thereby paving the way 
for legislation along similar lines by the 
National Congress; be it further | 

Resolved, That this body. heartily en- 
dorse what is known as the ‘‘ Model Law’’ 
promulgated by the publication, Printer’s 
Ink, which follows: 

‘*Any person, firm, corporation or asso- 
ciation who, with intent to sell or in any wise 
dispose of merchandise, securities, service, 
or anything offered by such _ person, 
firm, corporation, or association, directly or 
indirectly, to the public for sale or dis- 
tribution, or with intent to increase the 
consumption thereof, or to induce the pub- 
lic in any manner to enter into any obli- 
gation relating thereto, or to acquire title 
thereto, or an interest therein, makes, pub- 
lishes, disseminates, circulates, or places 
before the public, or causes, directly or in- 
directly, to be made, published, dissemi- 
nated, circulated, or placed before the pub- 
lic, in this State, in a newspaper or other 
publication, or in the form of a book, 
notice, hand-bill, poster, bill, circular, pam- 
phlet, or letter, or in any other way, an 
advertisement of any sort regarding mer- 
chandise, securities, service, or anything so 
offered to the public, which advertisement 
contains any assertion, representation or 
statement of fact which is untrue, decep- 
tive or misleading, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor.’’ 


A law like the above should be 
adopted in every State, and, in fact, 
we should have a National law of this 
character. Such a law would cover 
the labeling of foods and medicines. 
Such a law would encourage the hon- 
est manufacturer and once and for 
all place the dishonest dealer and 
manufacturer out of commission. 


PHARMACISTS We were much in- 
AND LABOR terested in an edi- 
UNIONS torial in the January, 
1913, issue of the Pacific Drug Review 
entitled, ‘‘Should Drug Clerks Join 
Labor Unions.’’ The writer suggests 
that the drug clerk carefully consider 
whether or not it be desirable to ‘‘tie 
up’’ with labor unions. Since our 
contemporary has broken the ice, we 
proceed to plunge in. 


The professional callings (medicine, 
dentistry, ministry, pharmacy, teach- 
ing, law, etc.) never have had, do not 
now have, and never can have, a 
place with labor unions or with the 
trusts. Let us admit that labor unions 
are, IN a measure, a necessary, an en- 
forced, offset to the trusts or so- 
called organized capital. If we ad- 
mit this, then we can see the reason 
why properly regulated labor unions 


‘should exist. Be that as it may, even 


the wildest fancies of the human 
imagination cannot associate the pro- 
fessions with the trusts, and neither 
on the other hand is it possible to 
place the professions in the category 
with organized labor as opposed to the 
trusts. Professional ethics bars the 
professions from the trusts as well as 
from the labor unions. These funda- 
mentals apply to all professional call- 
ings, pharmacy included. The drug 
clerk who feels satisfied that his work 
is in the same class with that of the 
hodearrier and the bricklayer, cer- 
tainly has no place in pharmacy. 
The only possible argument why a 
drug clerk should join the labor 
unions is that, just like the hodearrier, 
he is hired at so much per. He may 
feel impelled to join forces with the 
labor unions in order to get shorter 
hours and more pay. By this single 
act the drug clerk at once removes 
himself from the realm of a _ profes- 
sion and becomes an artisan with no 
right to a claim for professional rec- 
ognition, now or in the future. It is 
indeed worth while thinking it over. 
There may be some justification for 
the members of the ‘‘German beer 
band’’ joining the union, but not the 
members of a grand opera company; 
the barbers (the original surgeons) 
may join the union, but not the great 
surgeons of the time; laboratory bot- 


tle washers may gain by joining the 


unions, but not the Ramseys or the 
Remsens. 


Mr. Drug Clerk, as you hope for 
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better professional recognition, keep 
away from the labor unions, and, on 
the other hand, do not spend too 


much time dreaming how you may 


some day bust the trusts. 


THE SPECIAL ASSESSMENT BY THE 
R. D. A. OF SAN FRANCISCO 
The Retail Druggists’ Association of 


San Francisco has assessed its mem- 
bers $5 each, the purpose of the as- 
sessment being to pay a delegate who 
will remain in Sacramento during the 
time the State legislature is in ses- 
sion. The regular dues of the associa- 
tion are $6.00 a year, or 50 cents a 
month, which dues being added to the 
assessment makes $11.00. There are 
listed in the Crocker-Langley Direc- 
tory of 1912 about two hundred drug- 
gists doing business in San Francisco. 


If all pay this assessment the amount. 


raised will be $2,200, certainly a very 
generous sum. 

One of the reasons given at Del 
Monte for raising the annual dues of 
the C. Ph. A. from $1.00 to $2.50 
was that the association could be rep- 
resented at Sacramento with a view 
that hostile legislation might be pre- 
vented. It has always been the cus- 
tom from the time the present consti- 
tution of California was adopted for 
the local associations to attend to local 
matters, and when matters relating to 
the pharmacists of the State were be- 
ing agitated at Sacramento, the phar- 
macists of California in one solid body 
were able to express their wishes. If 
there is any good reason for departing 
from this time-honored custom it is 
well that the pharmacists not alone of 
San Francisco, but of the whole State 
of California, should know it. If the 
example of San Francisco is followed 
then we shall have delegates from all 
the cites and large towns in California 
attending upon the deliberations of 


the legislators at Sacramento. This 


would be not only a cause of great 
expense, but it is to be feared it 
would cause serious friction. It is 


therefore to: be hoped that the mem- 
bers and officers of the 8S. F. R. D. A. 
will place all the affairs of the state 
in the hands of the California Phar- 
maceutical Association, and if for any 
particular reason they do not think 
proper to do so, to let the pharmacists 
of the State know fully and frankly 
what that particular reason is.

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BUYING SYNTHETIC REMEDIES 
(Translated from the Apotheker Zeitung) 


By William C. Alpers 

A flurry of excitement went lately 
through the pharmaceutical circles of 
New York, when it became known that 
a number of employers and employees 
had been summoned before a city 
magistrate in an action brought by 
the manufacturers of synthetic reme- 
dies for violating the trade mark 
laws. I have. since received many in- 
quiries, by word and letter, as to the 
legal status of this matter, some of my 
correspondents referring to a paper 
read by me before the Manhattan 
Pharmaceutical Association some years 
ago touching on this subject. As 
these inquiries are quite numerous and 
as the matter at issue is of consider- 
able importance to every druggist, I 
hereby give my views and understand- 
ing of it to the pharmaceutical press. 
That our trade mark laws are anti- 
quated and iniquitous is admitted by 
everyone who takes the trouble of 
studying them in all their bearings. 
They were formulated at a time when 
trade conditions were entirely different 
from what they are now. Their prime 
object was to protect the inventor 
and manufacturer against fraudulent 
imitators. As there were at that time 
no foreign possessors of United States 
trade marks, or only very few insig- 
nificant ones, no distinction was made 


between domestic and foreign goods, 


inventions and rights. The laws, there- 
fore, are drafted unreasonably sweep- 
ing in one direction and unreasonably 
narrow in another. That some foreign 
manufacturers have made use of these 
conditions to their own advantage and 
the exelusion of domestic competition, 
is well known—but this is not the 
matter under discussion at present. 


The fact is that these laws exist and 


that every citizen of the United States 
is bound to obey them. To show dis- 
approval of an antiquated or bad law 
by violating it is a risky procedure 
and doubtful remedy. Relief can 
better be brought about by : strictly 
enforcing it and showing the public its 
iniquity. Lately an addition was 
passed by the Legislature, making the 
violation of a trade mark law a felony 
punishable by fines or imprisonment, 
or both. 

The action of the manufacturer was 
based on this new law and a number 
of druggists were summoned before 
the magistrate for violating it, the 


charge being that they had sold cer- 


tain goods that were not trade marked, 
when articles like Aspirin, Pyramidon 


and others were called for. No charge 


of chemical or therapeutical substitu- 
tion was made. The magistrate put 
the defendants under bail and_ the 


cases went to the District Attorney, 
where they are at present pending. In. 


order to understand the matter thor- 


oughly and answer the many inquiries 


put to me, I requested a number of my 
correspondents to send me samples of 


these so-called spurious goods, original 


packages and tablets, all of which had 


been bought from irresponsible dealers 


under the assertion that they were 
genuine. An examination of some of 


these revealed the following facts: 


Most of the packages seemed to be 


original and genuine as far as ocular 
examination could reveal, which evi- 


dently led many druggists to buy 
them as genuine. The price paid was 


from ten to twenty per cent. below 


the market price. The weight of the 
contents of all these packages was 
short. A package labeled Pyramidon 
contained only 397 grains instead of 
43714 grains. Packages labeled Aspirin 


varied from 375 to 400 grains. Admit- 
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ting now that the contents were genu- 
ine, the unlucky buyer saved nothing 
by the lower price and risked the 
reputation of his whole life for an 
imaginary saving—in reality for being 
deceived. Examination of the tablets 
gave a more astonishing result. Their 
weight was generally between 5 and 6 
grains; but none of them contained 
more than 2 grains of Aspirin, some 
much less. A sample of spurious Pro- 
targol showed 4 per cent. of silver and 
contained more than 60 per cent. of 
insoluble matter, while the genuine, 
according to the manufacturer’s 
claims, contain 8.3 per cent. of silver 
and is entirely soluble in water. What 
now did the druggist who bought this 
stuff gain by paying a lower price? If 
he wished to sell so-called 5 grain 
tablets that contained only 1 or 2 
grains of active medicament, he could 
mix the drug with milk sugar and 
have them stamped out by almost any 
manufacturing pharmaceutical house 
at a much lower price than he paid for 
them. He paid much too dear for his 
whistle. He was cheated himself and 
undesignedly deceived his physicians 
and the public by selling these goods. 
He cannot hold the seller responsible 
and must take the consequences of his 
error of judgment himself. His credu- 
lity may cost him more than he pos- 
sibly could save. He certainly did not 
intend to deceive and cheat, yet he did 
so unintentionally. For I speak here 
of those druggists who thoughtlessly 
are led into such practices, without 
any intention of doing wrong. I have 
nothing to do with those who know- 
ingly deceive. 

No matter what we think of the 
motives of the manufacturers, there 
are two lessons in this affair that stand 
out strongly and boldly, and should be 


heeded by every self-respecting drug- 

gist : | 
First: Buy goods of this nature only 

from responsible wholesale dealers who 


are willing to protect you and stand 
by the genuineness of what they sell. 

Second: Join your State and the 
National Association and by your mem- 
bership—if you will not help actively— 
contribute your mite to the fight 
against these iniquitous laws. Urge 
your association to put every other 
matter aside, until our trade mark and 
patent laws are altered in such a way 
that all parties concerned—manufac- 
turer, wholesaler, retailer, physician 
and public—are fairly and equally pro- 
tected. If every druggist in the 
country would heed these two lessons, 
many things about which we daily 
complain would be better. 

When reform of the antiquated laws 
that lie at the bottom of these undesir- 
able conditions is urged, the majority 
of pharmacists and many associations 
think that such reform means in the 
first place a fight to the bitter end 
with the manufacturers. This belief is. 
a fundamental error and the main rea- 
son why so little "has been accomp- 
lished. Nor will the abuse ever be 
remedied on these lines. There exists 
a certain correlation and a common 
field of interest between all and this 
field should be cultivated. Not fight, 
but co-operation will bring results. If 
once the existing mistrust and preju- 
dice is removed and all—inventor, 
manufacturer, wholesaler, retailer and 
physician—join hands, each one admit- 
ting that the others have just claims 
and rights, there will be no doubt of 
success and no legislature or congress 
will resist the harmonious demands of 
all parties concerned. 


OINTMENTS 
By Jennie M. White 
Ointments are unctuous preparations, 
susceptible of being liquified by the 
heat of the body, and of such con- 
sistence as to permit of their applica- 
tion to the skin by friction or by in- | 
unction. In their preparation it is im- 
portant that a perfectly smooth, homo- 
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geneous mixture be obtained and that 
the base be absolutely free from ran- 
cidity, otherwise it might cause irrita- 
tion to skin or mucous membranes. 
Ointments should be kept in well- 


glazed, covered porcelain jars and in 


a dry, moderately cool place. Next to 
porcelain, glass jars are preferred, be- 
ing less expensive, but are very apt 
to crack when being washed in hot 
water. White china is not recom- 
mended, as the glazing becomes full of 
eracks, through which the fat per- 
meates, and no amount of washing will 
remove the rancid grease when it 
lodges in the pores of this kind of 
ware. When cleaning stock jars, put 
them into a basin of water with some 
lye, then apply heat until the water 
boils. 

The making of ointments always de- 
mands time, great care and cleanli- 
ness. A large glass mortar, of the ca- 
pacity of one or two pounds, will be 
found convenient for preparing salves; 
in fact, when possible use a mortar 


and pestle in preference to a spatula 


and slab, as the pharmacopeeias spe- 
cially direct in the iodine and the mer- 
curial ointments. When an ointment 
prescription has to be refilled, copy 
the number, date, doctor’s name, direc- 
tions, and who the preparation is for, 
and then discard the jar; it requires 
too much time to render it aseptic, and 
handling the old container is not pleas- 
ant. Frequently ointments contain 
particles of grit. These may be re- 
moved by straining through gauze. By 
this method ointments may be dispensed 
absolutely smooth. When prescribed 
ointments contain salts or extracts, 
dissolve the salt in water and use a 
little of the official Adeps Lanae; in 
the case of the extract, rub up with 
water or alcohol. In making Unguen- 
tum hydrargyri, take as much Tr. ben- 
zoin comp. by measure as you do mer- 
cury by weight and agitate them thor- 
oughly in a bottle, when the mercury 
will divide itself into minute particles, 
which can then be incorporated with 
an ointment base with a minimum of 


labor. We read of difficulties in com- 
pounding ointments containing balsam 
of Peru and advising the use of KOH. 
Probably lard was used as a_ base. 
This, with KOH, would form a soap, 
which is evidently not the preparation 
desired. Lanoline and petrolatum in 
this case will make a_ thoroughly 
smooth mixture. When using Lig. 
detergens, do not add to a hot base, 
but wait until ointment is beginning to 
congeal and then it can be easily in- 
corporated. In making white oint- 
ments, Petrolatum album should be 
used; in making dark ointments, use 
plain petrolatum. 

Ointments may be divided into two 
classes, as follows: Epidermatic or 
those that are nonabsorbable and act 
chiefly on the outer skin or cuticle, 
and endermatic, those that possess 
nutritive or absorbifacient properties, 
and also those which produce sys- 
tematic or constitutional effects which 
must act through the skin. As base 
for epidermatic ointments, petrolatum 
with hard paraffin may be used. For 


endermatic bases the use of the follow-. 


ing is recommended: Lard, lard mixed 


with water, lard and oil, oil wax and 


spermaceti. The lard here mentioned 
is benzoinated lard of the highest 
purity. Lard, paraffin or petrolatum, 
according to Unna, will not combine 
with more than 30 per cent. of water. 

If it is intended to convey the 
remedial agent -into the system, noth- 
ing is better than wool fat or, as it 
is officially styled, Adeps lanae. Wool 
fat will take up its own weight of 
water. The Russian chemist, Lif- 
schuetz, discovered in wool fat the 
body which has the power of absorb- 
ing water, called eucerin wax. In this 
new ointment base we find the only 
important constituent of adeps lanae, 
free from all drawbacks, ready to dis- 
play its action unrestricted. By the 
addition of 5 per cent. of this eucerin 
wax we are able to combine any fat 
with an amount of water up to 300 
per cent and even more. 
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The British Pharmacopeia contains 
forty-four ointments; the U. S. P. 
contains twenty-four. In India and 
the British colonies the use of indu- 
rated lard, that is, lard deprived of 
part of its oil by pressure, prepared 
suet, and yellow and white bees wax 
is allowed when the high temperature 
renders the base too soft for conven- 
ient use. An ointment in which these 
are used would correspond to the 
ecerates of the U. 8S. P. Some such 
provision as this might be made in 
our Pharmacopeela, considering the 
vast differences in temperature of our 
possessions. 


In the British Pharmacopeeia a for- 


mula for nutgall and opium ointment 
is given which physicians find a con- 
venience when writing prescriptions 
for anodyne and astringent applica- 


tions for Ung. plumbi acetatis. The 
B. P. gives one which is very much 


used by dermatologists. The formula 
of this is as. follows: Plumbi acetatis 
2 grams, white paraffin ointment 48 
grams; mix. | 

-QOintments are the oldest known 
form of medication, and it is irfterest- 
ing to trace their history from ancient 
times to the present day. Basilicon 
ointment is first met with in Celsus. 
It: means royal ointment, but no ex- 
planation of the origin of the term is 
given. He compounded it of panax 
(perhaps opopanax), galbanum, pitch, 
resin and oil. Mesué prepared a basili- 
con of wax, resin, pitch and oil, which 
he called unguentum tetra pharmacum, 
being composed from four drugs. Both 
of these were black ointments. Later, 
however, the pitch was omitted and 
the ointment was called yellow basili- 
eon, <A green basilicon ointment was 
formulated in the early London Phar- 
macopeela, containing verdigris and 
used as a detergent. Verdegris oint- 
ment is attributed by Pliny to Achilles 
as the inventer: Metrition is a term 
used in pharmacy to signify the act of 
combining substances. in a mortar, or 
by agitation, until they acquire the 
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proper consistence. Unguentum metre- 
tum, for example, was prepared by 
stirring together, in a mortar, some 
lead plaster with oil and vinegar and 
generally some belladonna juice. Po- 
matum was originally an ointment. 
made from the pulp of apples with 
lead and rose water and used as an 
application for beautifying the face. 
Unguentum populum was made from 
the buds of the black poplar. It was 
prescribed by Nicolas of Salerno as a 
narcotic and as a resolvent application. 

Citrine ointment appears first in the 
L. P. 1615. It was a compound of 
coral, limpet shells, quartz, white mar- 
ble, white lead and tragacanth, incor- 
porated with a base of hog’s lard, suet 
and hen’s grease. It was reputed to 
be useful in certain skin diseases, for 
freckles, etc. In the L. P. 1678 some 
of the old ingredients were omitted, 
and sugar of lead, rose watér, and 
frankincense and citron bark were 
added.. Nitrate of mercury ointment 
appeared first in the Edinburg Phar- 
macopeia of 1722. It was made by 
dissolving mercury in a sufficient quan- 
tity of nitric acid and gradually add- 
ing the solution to melted lard. This 


was not satisfactory, and it was not 


until 1787 that anything similar was 
introduced in the L. P., at which time 
the formula was given as follows: 
One oz. mercury, 2 ozs. nitrous acid 
and 1 lb. lard. This was intended as 
an imitation of the well-known golden 
eye salve, which was really an ouint- 
ment. of the red oxide of mercury. 
Other authorities, Paris, Dorvault, 
Gray, etc., have stated that Singleton’s 
Golden Eye Ointment was an oint- 
ment of sulphuret of arsenic, orpiment 
or realgar. Pliny refers to the use 
of sandrach (probably realgar) as an 
application in ophthalmic affections. 
The probable originator of nitrate of 
mercury ointment was Dr. Thomas 
Nettleton of Halifax, Yorkshire. His 
formula was as follows: One oz. each 
of aqua fortis and mercury, dissolve 
and add the solution to 8 ozs. of butter 
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melted, to this add 2 drachms of 
camphor. Dissolve in 2 ozs. of olive 
oul. Changing the melted butter for 
yellow bees wax makes this formula 
almost identical with the Unguentum 


hydrargeri compositum of the present 


About the end of the eighteenth cen- 
tury a citrine ointment, made with 1 


oz. Hg. dissolved in HNO, and _-incor-. 


porated with 1 lb. of lard was intro- 
duced into the Hotel Dieu Hospital, 
Paris, and used to cure the itch. 


-Cold cream, the formula of which is 
attributed to Galen, was also known 
as ceratum and as Unguentum refrige- 
rens. This was originally made as 
follows: Four ozs. of white wax were 
melted in 1 lb. of rose oil. This rose 
oil was olive oil in which rose buds 
(4 ozs. to the pint) had been macer- 
ated, the maceration being carried on 
three times, each time with a fresh lot 
of rose petals. The melted oil and 
wax were to be poured frequently 
from one vessel to another, stirring 
in a little cold water in the meanwhile 
until the mixture becomes white. Last- 
ly, it was to be washed with rose 
water, and a little rose water and rose 
vinegar were added. 


Diachylon, the original formula of 
which was compiled by Tiberius Clau- 
dius Menecrates, who lived in the 
reign of Tiberius, contains the follow- 
ing: One lb. each of the mucilages of 
foenugreek, linseed, and marshmallow 
root with 3 lbs. of old oil and 11% lbs. 
of golden litharge. The Menecrates to 
whom we owe diachylon is alleged to 
have written 155 works, but no other 
than diachylon has survived. 


From the foregoing remarks we can 
realize that ours is an old and honor- 
able calling, and, . notwithstanding 
the different schools of medicine that 
have arisen since Esculapius, the sur- 
vival of the fittest among the many 


preparations that were familiar to 


those who practised the healing art in 
the olden times. — 


THE DISPENSING PHYSICIAN* 
By Prof. L. E. Sayre 


Possible Advantages to the Public.— 
Dispensing by physicians has in some 
instances advantages to the public. 
First, medicine is immediately avail- 
able. There is no question but that all 
general practitioners should carry 
with them certain emergency medi- 
cines and where no pharmacists are 


within reasonable distance, physicians 


are justified in carrying such medi- 
cines as they may wish to use. Sec- 
ond, the physician may assure him- 
self that his medicines are of standard 
quality or prepared as he wishes, but 
he is in no better position than the 
pharmacist would be without inspec- 
tion. Third, the item of cost of the 
medicine to the public may be les- 
sened. 


Possible Disadvantages to the Pub- 


lic.—First, without considering the 
mail-order doctor and the quack ad- 
vertising physician, a great evil results 
to the public from the very limited 
materia medica that is a corollary 
with dispensing by physicans. The dis- 
pensing physician abstains from the 
use of the great majority of drugs and 
medicines of our official standard as 
well as from the more recent dis- 
coveries in materia medica. because he 
cannot afford to keep in stock and 
give away these very numerous and 
more or less expensive medicines. The 
average stock of the dispensing physi- 
clan consist of (1) compressed tablets, 


coated tablets, pills; (2) prepared 


elixirs, syrups and compounds; (3) 
proprietary medicines; (4) a small 
amount of U. S. P. and N. F. prepara- 
tions. Second, an evil results oft- 
times through the distribution of an 
inferior grade of medicines by dis- 
pensing physicians. He often buys 
medicines at tempting figures and he 


is not in a position to. have their qual- ‘ 


ity. corrected as is the druggist who is

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under the constant surveillance of the 
drug inspector. Third, it has been 
asserted that the public is endangered 
because the dispensing physican as- 
sumes the entire responsibility regard- 
ing the treatment of the patient with 
no one to aid in checking up the 
agents employed. The privilege to 
diagnose and prescribe, to dispense 
and to write the death certificate has 
been stated by many as placing too 
great a responsibility upon one person. 


Disadvantages to Pharmacists.—Dis- 


pensing by physicians is a matter of 


seriousness to pharmacists because it 
lessens his sale of drugs and medi- 
cines. It deprives him also of his 
opportunity for using the skill and 
knowledge required of him by law, 
thus reduces his professional attributes 
and lowers the tone of his vocation. 
With a good prescription business 
there is less tendency on the part of 
a pharmacist to introduce foreign side- 
lines and to make a junk shop of 
his store, but a decided tendency to 
improve the character of his medi- 
eines, his methods of compounding, 
his usefulness to the physician. 


Disadvantages to the Medical Pro- 


fession.— This practice tends to lower 
the ethics of medicine, to commercial- 
ize the profession of medicine, and 
possibly to lessen the prompt and 
proper cure of diseases. 
Disadvantages to the Dispensing 
Physician Himself.— The dispensing 
physician often fails to realize the in- 
creased practice that he expected from 
furnishing his own medicines, and in- 
deed often fails to receive an adequate 
return from his capital invested in 
medicine. It has been stated that not 
only may he fail to receive a dividend 
from his investment but he may not 
sufficiently increase his income to pay 


_ for the constant renewal of his stock. 


Many them have found they were 
ey from $50.00 to $1,000.00 a 
year for medicine without increase in 
their income over their neighbor who 


prescribed and spent nothing for 
medicine. 


How Ought the Public to Be Con- 
cerned?—The public should be con- 
cerned, first, in that all medicines 
should be of uniformly good quality; 
second, in that all dispensers of medi- 
cine should be qualified to dispense; 
third, in that there should be at least 
two persons concerned, one to diag- 
nose and prescribe, and one to com- 
pound and dispense, the one thus 
checking the other. 


Personal Opinions as to the Methods 
of Correcting the Evil.—First, I con- 
sider the personal work by the indi- 
vidual pharmacist with the physicians 
contributory to his store is the most 
effective way of curbing the practice. 
This has been urged by Professor 
Puckner, Chemist for the American 
Medical Association. In Chicago, dis- 
pensing by physicians appears to be 
not increasing, but rather decreasing. 
With the National Retail Druggists 
Association Propaganda for the use of 
the U. S. P. and N. F. preparations, 
the dispensing physican has in some 
instances been induced to discontinue 
dispensing. ‘‘This personal work can 
be effectually performed by every 
pharmacist right at home without any 
fuss or flurry,’’ says one of the mem- 
bers of this committee. | 


Secondly, I believe that if our laws 
were so amended in accord with the 
proposed Pennsylvania Pharmacy 
Law, it would be of much value to the 
public, viz., the Pennsylvania law pro- 
poses that physicians who dispense to 
bona fide patients, drugs and medi- 
eines, such drugs and medicines shall 
conform to the legal standards: The 
law also provides for the inspection 
of any place where drugs are com- 
pounded, dispensed or sold. Mr. 
Haines of Kansas suggests that every 
dispenser of medicine should be a 
registered pharmacist. I may say in 
passing, I am informed on reliable 
authority that as low as the standards 
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are in our board examinations, over 
90 per cent. of physicians applying for 
examination and registration have thus 
far failed in passing the examinations. 
As an advisory member of the Board 
of Health, I have urged, what I con- 
sider to be fair administration to the 
public and to both professions, the fol- 
lowing: ‘‘That every dispensing doc- 
tor performing the functions of a 


pharmacist should have his stock to 


meet the requirements of the legal 
standards and his stock should be 
open to inspection the same as in drug 
stores.’’ 


The committee on Drug Reform this 
year hopes to obtain from the medical 
profession their attitude upon this 
question. So far it has only met with 
discouragement on the part of some 
physicians, but this Committee is still 
loath to believe that this can be the 
sentiment of the medical profession at 
large. 

~It 1s to be hoped that at the next 
meeting of the Kansas Pharmaceutical 
Association, which will meet in Law- 
rence, that some representative physi- 
cian will be invited to give an address 
as a guest of the association, just as 
Mr. Engelhard was invited last year 
as representing the editorial profes- 
sion. It will be very gratifying if the 
speaker will take up this matter and 
discuss it freely and fearlessly and 


will handle it from the highest plane . 


of professional ethics as this is a mat- 
ter in which we are all interested. 


It would be extremely desirable if 
representative physicians and pharma- 
cists should ‘‘get together’’ occasion- 
ally—even if they do strike fire. One 
thing is possible as a result. It would 
dispel the idea that one is traitor to 
the other. On the contrary they would 
find they are working toward the 
same end. By united effort many 
abuses might be corrected in the 
pharmaceutical class and_ possibly 
some in its sister profession. 


THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE INTER- 


NATIONAL OPIUM CONFERENCE 
AT THE HAGUE* 


(Continued from page 208) 
Dr. Hamilton Wright agreed with 
these views, and averred that— 


the conclusions reached by the Royal Com- 
mission of 1895 on this subject are held 
by the medical profession to be entirely 
erroneous. 

A further proposal to limit the num- 
ber of places for the import and ex- 
port of raw opium encountered the 
opposition of Germany alone, Herr Del- 
bruck making a statement on behalf of 
his delegation to that effect. M. Cre- 
mer, first Dutch delegate, while paying 
homage to free trade, regarded the 
ease of opium as calling for restrictive 
measures; and Sir‘ William Collins 
added that— 


he recognized they were dealing with a 


special industry, fraught with serious dan- | 


ger to mankind, ealling for special treat- 
ment, and in the-interests of humanity. he 
supported this proposal. He recalled the 
words of Mr. John Morley in the British 
House of Commons—namely, that ‘‘ His 
Majesty’s Government would say they 
would agree to any plan for the restriction 
of the consumption of opium brought for- 
ward in good faith, even though it might 
cost us some sacrifice.’’ 


The German opposition was later on 
accommodated by inserting words en- 
abling each government, in limiting 
places of import and export, to have 
‘‘due regard to its own commercial 
conditions,’’ and by removing the re- 
quirement of marking the packages 
from those containing less than five 


kilograms. It was further resolved 


that each participating government 


should prohibit the import or export. 


of raw opium by other than duly 
authorized persons. 


Anti-Opium Remedies 
M. T’ang Kuo-au, of China, and M. 
Cremer raised the question of restric- 
tions on so-called anti-opium remedies; 
this was referred to the Technical 
Committee, whereupon Sir William 
Collins observed that— 
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To report upon medicaments which were 
anti-opium remedies was a very difficult 
thing for this Conference to undertake. 
Was the Conference to set: to work to 
propound certain remedies for the opium 
habit? If so, he would keep an open 
mind, but at present he knew of only one 
remedy. for the opium habit—to give it up. 
In so far as these so-called remedies con- 


tained morphine and cocaine, they would 


be dealt with in a later chapter. 
Prepared Opium 

In regard to prepared opium, which 
formed the subject of the second chap- 
ter of the Convention, the discussion 
explains how it came about that a sort 
of double-barreled provision was made, 
dealing in the one case with those 
Powers which were ready to embark 
on an immediate policy of prohibition, 
and on the other with those Powers 
which were only prepared to inaugu- 
rate a policy of restriction. It appears 
that Portugal was the determining 
factor in the latter category, and that 
she was specially concerned on behalf 
of her colony of Macao; Persia also 
was indisposed to come into line with 
the policy of early suppression. 
Morphine and Cocaine 

At the seventh session Sir William 
Collins, on behalf of the Technical 


Committee, brought up the following 
recommendations: 


That whatever regulations are applied 
to the manufacture, importation, sale, or 
exportation of morphine, cocaine, and 
their respeetive salts, should be similarly 
applied to medicinal opium, and all prepa- 
rations (official or non-official) containing 
more than 0.2 per cent. of morphine, or 
more than 0.1 per cent. of cocaine, and 
also to the following—namely, heroin, 
its salts, and preparations containing more 
than 0.1 per cent of heroin, and codeine, 
its salts, and preparations containing more 
than 0.4 per cent of codeine. 


This resolution, with the omission of 
codeine, which was the subject of an 
animated discussion at a later session, 
appears as Article 14 in the third 
chapter of the Convention. Sir Cecil 
Smith, who continued to lead the Brit- 
ish delegation up to the Christmas 
recess, emphasized the importance at- 


tached by his Government to the pro- 
posed restrictions on morphine and 
cocaine, thus following up a resolution 
carried by the Shanghai Commission. 
Sir Cecil said Great Britain regarded 
a drastic dealing with this part of the 
question as a condition precedent to 
entering upon this Conference. Dr. 
Hamilton Wright urged that restric- 
tion should also be made applicable to 
injecting syringes, but Dr. Grunenwald 
(Germany) and Sir William Collins 
pointed out that syringes were not in 
themselves noxious, and that it would 
be best to concentrate attention on the 
guilty fluid with which they might be 
charged. 


At the next session Sir William Col- 
lins, on behalf of the British delega- 
tion, moved the following resolution, 
which was carried: 


That each participating government 
undertake, by pharmacy laws or regula- 
tions, to eonfine to medical and legitimate 
purposes the manufacture, sale, and use 
of morphine, cocaine, and their respective 
salts, and to co-operate with other govern- 
ments in preventing their use for other 
purposes. 

Referring to the many thousands of 


ounces of morphine mentioned by Dr. 
Wu-Lien-Teh as being imported into 
China, Sir Collins said: 


He asked himself what was the amount 
of morphine which was _ required for 
strictly medical purposes? As a contribu- 
tion to an answer to that question he had 
ascertained from one of the largest hos- 
pitals in London that in treating some 
3,000 in-patients and 130,000 out-patients 
a year they used 484 ounces of morphine 
and 12 pounds and 11 ounces of opium. 
It was also interesting to find that twenty 
years ago the same hospital used 1 pound 
and 1 ounce of morphine and 2234 pounds 
of opium in one year, showing a reduc- 
tion of opium by almost one-half and of 
morphine by. about three-fourths. This 
was doubtless owing to the introduction 
of new synthetic medicines, which had 
largely replaced the use of opium and 
morphine. 

Dr. Hamilton Wright confirmed 
these statements, the resolution was 
carried unanimously. Various detailed 


methods for giving effect to the policy 
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thus adopted were submitted by Mr. 
Max Muller on behalf of the British 
delegation; he stated that without 
such restriction ‘and: regulation of the 
morphine and cocaine trade, ‘‘their 
principal object in coming to the Con- 
ference would have been defeated’’; 
he read from their instructions certain 
paragraphs indicating the stringency 
of customs regulations which Huis 
Majesty’s Government favored. At 


this stage Dr. Grunenwald, on behalf. 


of Germany, accepted, with trifling 
amendments, the British proposals in 
reference to morphine and cocaine. 


The French delegation, through M. 
Guesde, sought to bring in the ques- 
tion of alcohol, which, it -was alleged, 
since the decrease of the use of opium 
in the Far East, had become ‘‘a social 
danger of prime importance,’’ but this 
was not pressed. The American dele- 
gation also unsuccessfully advocated 
restrictive regulations in regard to 
Indian hemp drugs. 


At the eleventh session the Redac- 
tion Committee, which was composed 
of M. Guesde (chairman), Sir William 
Collins, M. Delbruck, M. Van Deven- 
ter, and M. Savinski (with the assist- 
ance of M. Asser), presented the draft 
Convention, which represented the 
resolutions as passed by the Confer- 
ence in article form, and with the 
necessary protocols and operative pro- 
visions. 

Oodeine 

At the twelfth session the Confer- 
ence was plunged into a learned dis- 
cussion on the question whether the 
alkaloid codeine (methyl morphine) 
should.or should not be named in the 
Convention as one of the drugs against 
whose abuse restriction should be pre- 
scribed. Dr. Kerp, of the Kaiserliche 
Gesundheitsamt, Berlin, proposed on 
behalf of Germany to strike out co- 
deine, ‘‘notwithstanding meticulous 
-investigations,’’ he said he had not 
been able to find a single publication 
proving it to be a stupefying drug, 
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or liable to set up a habit or mania. 
Dr. Kerp paid a tribute to ‘“‘his dear 
colleagues Dr. Wu and Mr. Finger,”’ 
whose investigations ‘‘inspired in him 
the most lively interest’’; but he re- 
mained unconvinced of their scientific 
value, and challenged the Technical 
Committee to quote a single published 
ease. Sir William Collins, in reply, 
said: 


The Committee was aware that the evi- 
dence of codeine as a drug liable to sim- 
ilar abuse to that which had been estab- 
lished in the ease of morphine and cocaine 
was not as strong as in their case. There 
nevertheless was evidence contained in the 
works of Professor Cushny and Dr. Har- 
rington Sainsbury to the effect that co- 
deine was, though to a less extent, a d 
of addiction. Moreover, in India, in the 
Straits Settlements, and .Hong Kong, not 
only morphine and codeine, but all the 
other alkaloids of opium, said to be some 
twenty in number, had been the subject of 
enactments. | 


At a later session Dr. Kerp renewed 
his protest against the inclusion of 
codeine, when the following was put 
in by Sir William Collins: 


I cannot agree with the statement made 
by our honorable and learned colleague 
Dr. Kerp at the twelfth session to the 
effect that, notwithstanding minute re- 
searches, he had been unable to find 
reference to a single case of codeine habit 
in medical publications. Indeed, before 
we separated for the Christmas holidays 
I had the honor of furnishing our col- 
leagues with a reference to a case of 
codeinism and codeine mania in a German 


medical journal in 1905, recorded by Mr. 


Pelz, a case in which the victim took up 
to 70 or 100 codeine pills a day, and who 
had, notwithstanding the pharmacy laws 
in force in Germany, possessed himself of 
thousands of such pills. Sir Lauder Brun- 
ton, while also agreeing as to the relative 
rarity of this addiction in Europe, has 
supplied me with other references in Ger- 
man literature, and with very little trouble 
in the Times (January 2d, 1912), refer- 
ring to the price of drugs, I happened to 
find this statement: ‘‘Codeine is another 
very largely used narcotic.’’ For the sake 
of unanimity he was prepared to sur- 
render codeine, ‘‘but it must not be held, 
I have discovered yet others. Moreover, 
as far as we are concerned, that it is done 
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because codeinism and codeine mania are 
unknown to medical literature.’’ 

Our experience (he said) leads us to 
believe that codeine improperly used is a 
menace in common with other drugs of 
this character. 

Mr. Finger quoted laws of the Amer- 


ican States in which codeine was in- 
cluded as a habit-forming drug. 


Morphine Content of Opium | 
At the thirteenth session a proposal 


by Mirza Mahmoud Kahn on behalf of 
Persia to suppress the production of 
all opium containing less than nine per 
cent. of morphine was opposed by Sir 
William Meyer on behalf of India, 
whose opium averages 714 per cent. 
of morphine. The proposal was sup- 
ported by the United States delegates, 
who urged that opium should be re- 
stricted to purely medical purposes, 
and that since medicinal opium was 
opium which contained ten per cent. 
of morphine, the Persian proposal was 
eorrollary ‘to this end. 

Dr. Wu stated that in his experience 
in Penang, morphinists resorted to co- 
deine when they were precluded from 
using morphine, and cited cases from 
Pollak, Sparkling, and Crothers. Rus- 
sia alone supported the German amend- 
ment, but as unanimity was essential 
the specific inclusion of codeine was 
dropped in view of a power contained 
in Article 14 of the Convention to add 
any other alkaloid of opium or any 
new derivative of morphine or cocaine 
which should be proved to be liable 
to similar abuse, or productive of like 
ill effects. 


Adjournment | 
On December 22d, after holding 


fourteen sessions, the Conference rose 
for the Christmas holidays, but not be- 
fore it had authorized the Redaction 
Committee to submit to the full Con- 
ference additional articles dealing with 
adhesion, coming into force (mise en 
vigueur), denunciation, ete., required 
to complete the final form of the Con- 
vention. 

The delegates appear to have sep- 
arated under the impression that their 


labors were practically completed. The 


new developments which occurred 
after the recess, and the delicate and 
difficult international questions which 
they involved, will be dealt with in the 
next article.

Resolutions of the National Association of 
Boards of Pharmacy on Universal Ex- 
change of Certificates with High Char- 
acter Qualifications, at the Denver 
Meeting, 1912. 


WHEREAS, The matter of universal ex- 
change of certificates has been of vital 
consideration and debate by the various 
State Boards of Pharmacy, Pharmaceutical 
Associations, The National Association of 
Boards of Pharmacy and the profession as 
a whole, and 


WHEREAS, No specific or definite agree- 
ment, arrangement, or plan of a universal 
character has as yet been devised, and, 


WHEREAS, The adoption of a uniform 
method and system for the interchange 
of certificates, whereby a registered phar- 
macist or an assistant pharmacist having 
passed a satisfactory examination in a 
given State with other necessary qualifica- 


tions, and who may desire to practice in 
some other State, is a final consummation 
ardently wished for by all, and, 


WHEREAS, The National Association of 
Pharmacologists (the drug clerks official 
association of the United States) has given 
this matter much thought, work and de- 
velopment with both legal and professional 
talent, whereby the sovereignty of all 
States would be legally conserved, yet, de- 
veloping a plan for the issuance of a 
National certificate which would be recog- 
nized and held binding in and by.all States 
holding membership in the National Asso- 
ciation of Boards of Pharmacy. | 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT _ RE- 
SOLVED, That we herewith submit to the 
National Association of Boards of Phar- 
macy the following plan and agreement, 
not only direct to said association but 
through the various State boards holding 
membership in said National association 


and their respective State pharmaceutical 


associations for commendation and _ final 
adoption by said National Association of 
Boards of Pharmacy. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That 
the National Association of Boards of 
Pharmacy pass a resolution which shall be 
binding upon all the State Boards holding 
membership in said Association, whereby, 
upon the presentation of a certificate and 
a stipulated fee by a duly and legally 
registered pharmacist or a duly. and legally 


registered assistant pharmacist, said Na-. 


tional Association of. Boards of Pharmacy 
shall issue to said applicant a National 
certificate which shall be recognized for 
the practice of pharmacy in all States in 
which said National association holds mem- 
bership and that the fee for the issuance 
of a certificate of this character shall not 
be less than $25.00, a percentage of which 
shall remain in the treasury of the Na- 
tional association and a percentage of 
which shall go to the treasury of the State 
Board in which said applicant desires to 
practice as a compensation for recording 
said National certificate. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the 
agreement shall further contain a provi- 
sion whereby the applicant receiving a 
National certificate shall be required to 
register the same with the secretary of 
such State Board wherein he may desire 
to practice at any future date, as well, a 
provision whereby an applicant receiving 
said National board certificate shall be 
made amenable to the renewal fees in such 
State in which he desires to practice. 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That 
the various State pharmaceutical examin- 
ing boards require of applicants a high 
character qualification and adopt a cer- 
tain standard percentage, which shall be 
uniform; and that uniformity and prac- 
ticality be strictly adhered to by. all State 


pharmacy boards in examining candidates. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That a 
copy of these resolutions be sent to the 
secretary and officers of the National Asso- 
ciation of Boards of Pharmacy, the secre- 
tary of all State boards of pharmacy 
throughout the United States and the secre- 
tary of all pharmaceutical associations, 
asking their official action thereon. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That in- 
asmuch as the aforesaid resolution and 
agreement is of vital importance to the 
drug and pharmaceutical profession as a 
whole, a copy of the resolutions be mailed 
to the publishers of all the drug and 


pharmaceutical journals throughout the 


United States for publication and com- 
ment. 


Professor von Noorden’s Impression of 
American Conditions 

Professor von Noorden returned a few 
days ago from his tour through Ameriea, 
and in newspaper interviews and in a talk 


before a medical society has given the de- 


tails of the journey. He had been dele- 
gated by the Austrian government as offi- 
cial representative to the International 
Congress on Hygiene and Demography, 
held at Washington, and he spoke highly 
of the standard attained by American 
medicine in this special branch. It struck 
him that the problems of disposal of sew- 
age, of drainage and the water-supply for 
all the rapidly growing towns of America, 
are much more complicated and also much 
more looked after than in the average 
town of Europe. He strongly emphasized 
that the results obtained in the Navy by 
compulsory antityphoid inoculation (a re- 
duction from five or six hundred to two 
or three yearly cases) should be followed 
up by similar experiments in typhoid dis- 
tricts in Europe. Von Noorden found that 
diseases of the gastro-intestinal tract, in- 
eluding disturbances of metabolism and 
feeding, are much more frequent in the 
United States. The pure food law struck 
him as a useful and sensible measure, re- 
sulting in much good for the health and a 
saving in money of the general public, al- 
though the patent medicine business tries 
to evade it. He would never have be- 
lieved that it was: possible to set up such 
frauds on suffering mankind as some of 


the American ‘‘eures’’ and that these 
fakes would find people foolish enough to 
buy and use them. In scientific standards 
some of the American hospitals and medi- 
eal schools have no rivals, and the pro- 
fessor acknowledges that metabolism, for 
instance, is studied there better than any- 
where else in the world, perhaps even 
including Germany. He was astonished, 
however, to find that so few sanatoriums 
are in existence for other diseases than tu- 
berculosis, so that patients who wish to avail 
themselves of the opportunities offered in 
certain bathing places or spas have to stay 
in hotels. Especially in California, which 
boasts of such a splendid climate that he 
would eall it a pearl of the world, this 
lack is a serious drawback; otherwise it | 
would be the Mecca of people suffering 
from arteriosclerosis, nephritis, respiratory 
troubles and disturbances of the hema- 
topoietic organs. He believes that the 
standard of medical education is much 
higher now than it was seven years ago, 
and he admits that American surgeons 
rank among the first in the world. As 
regards the hospitals, von Noorden says 
that as a rule they are not so good as 
the modern European hospitals, but some 
of them in the large cities are really abso- 
lutely first class, and could serve as a 
model for Europe, while the older Euro- 
pean hospitals are not so good as the 
older American ones, the latter offering 
more personal comfort to the patient.— 
Jour. A. M. A., Jan. 4, 1913. 


The Green Hand

Bacteria Carried by the Common House-F'ly 

G. L. Cox, F. C. Lewis, and EK. E. Glynn 
(Journal of Hygiene, 1912, Vol. 12, pp. 
290-312) write of the number and varieties 
of bacteria carried by the common house- 
fly in sanitary and insanitary city areas, 
with a review of previous work along this 
line and reports on the investigation of 
over 450 house-flies (Musca domestica) 


caught in different parts of Liverpool dur- 


ing September and the first part of Oc- 
tober. 

‘‘The number of bacteria coming from 
house-flies whilst struggling in a liquid 
may be very. large, varying from 2,000, the 
lowest figure in five minutes, to 350,000, 
the highest figure in thirty minutes. This 
number may be taken as a measure of 
their capacity to pollute liquid with their 
vomit or excrement, or by wallowing 
in 

‘‘The number of bacteria carried inside 
the fly is very much greater. Flies caught 
either in insanitary or congested areas of 
the city carry and contain far more bac- 
teria than those from the more sanitary, 
less congested, or suburban areas. The 
number of aerobic bacteria from the for- 
mer varied from 800,000 to 500,000,000 per 
fly and from the latter from 21,000 to 
100,000. 

Among the intestinal bacteria studied, 
these workers were able to identify one as 
belonging to the B. Enteritidis group. 
Many other investigators have isolated, 
from the house-fly, the following little tid- 
bits (which, for the saving of compara- 
tively little money, we still allow flies to 
present to our children), namely: B. tuber- 
culosis (as many as 5,000 per ‘‘spec’’), 
B. typhosus, B. paratyphosus, A. and B. 
But then, of course, most of us live on the 
hill.—Lancet-Clinic.

The lLactic- Acid Bacillus for Catar- 
rhal Enteritis. —In a review of the 
pathology and treatment of chronic in- 
testinal eatarrh, Dr. Karl Glaessner 
(Wien. Med. Woch., 1912, No. 32) says 
that in diffuse catarrh of the intestines, 
and especially in eases where the colon 


is involved, the administration of bacil- 
lary preparations is to be recommended. 
By this means it is frequently possible 
to alter the intestinal flora decidedly and 
to suppress or eliminate the harmful 
bacteria which are flourishing in the in- 
testines. Glaessner mentions the admin- 
istration of artificially soured milk. 

As many of these friendly bacilli as 
destroyed by the acid gastric juice, Glaes- 
sner recommends to neutralize the acid 
of the stomach before the administration 
of the bacillary preparations; or to ad- 
minister these bacilli in agar-agar, be- 
cause this is not affected by the gastric 
juice.—Amer. Jour. Clin. Med. 


An Agricultural Department in China. 

The Republic of China has_ estab- 
lished a Department of Agriculture and 
Forestry on modern lines, and this in- 
stitution has begun publishing an agricul- 
tural journal (all in Chinese), which. ap- 
pears three times a month. It is under- 
stood that a national meteorological ser- 
vice will be established as. a branch of 
this department, and that.it will be under 
the direction of Dr. Hing Kwai Fung, 
who was educated at Cornell University, 
and who for a year past has been at- 
tached to the Bureau of Plant Industry 
in Washington as an agricultural expert. 
Dr. Fung has started for China by the 
way of Europe, where he will make a 
round of visits to meteorological ob- 
servatories. 


_ For Extracting the Principle of Plants 
A new method of obtaining the active 
principles of plants in the state in which 


they exist in the fresh plant is used with 


success by the French scientist, Prof. Per- 
rot, of the Paris School of Pharmacy, and 
together with M. Goris he employs a spe- 
cial method of treating plants for medical 
use. In this way he obtains extracts of a 
different nature from what are given in 
the usual processes where dried plants are 
employed. Such extracts can be used to 
great advantage as they contain the active 
principles of the plants in a more suitable 
and unaltered form. Thus, by his proeess, 
the leading active principles such as alka- 
loids or glucosides and diastases are pre- 
served in their complex combinations sueh 
as they existed in the cells of the plant, 
and under this form it is found that their 
action on the human body is identical with 
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that of the fresh plant. Such combinations 
are rendered stable by treating the steril- 


ized powder of the freshly dried plant by 


alcohol so as to make an extract. This is 
then evaporated in vacuo and then freed 
from fatty matter, wax or resin, then dried 
by a cold process. Such extracts are solu- 
ble in water. <A description of the above 
method was laid before the Academy of 
Medicine in a recent paper.—Scientific 
American. | 
Effect of Kiln Drying on Hops—QOn 
account of the large area of many of the 
hop gardens in America, in some cases 
amounting to hundreds of acres, it has 
been necessary for the farmers, when 
kilning their hops, to employ a _ high 
temperature, even up to 145 degrees F., 
in order to enable them to deal quickly 
with a vast bulk of material. These tem- 
peratures are greatly in excess of those 
employed in Europe. The opinion has 
been expressed, but not supported by 
experiment, that such treatment must de- 
preciate the value of the hops, by lessen- 
ing the percentage of the valuable soft 
resins, and increasing that of the valueless 
hard resin. The authors find that this is 
not the case. By means of a series of com- 
parative experiments with the same hops, 
air dried at room temperature, and kiln 
dried at 145 degrees F., it is shown that 
the temperature of kiln drying has no ap- 
preciable influence on the resin con- 
stituents of the dried product, nor was 
the aroma sensibly affected.—H. V. Tartar 
and B. Pilkington, (J. Indust. Eng. Chem. 
1912, 4, 840). —Pharm. Journ. & Pharm. 


The Hardened Copper of the An- 
cients.—It is commonly supposed that the 
ancients succeeded in hardening copper. 
Metallurgists who have examined speci- 
mens of this so-called hardened copper 
have found that it is not pure copper, 
but usually an alloy of copper, either nat- 
ural (that is, the two metals existed in one 
ore, so that in the process of reduction 
an alloy was formed) or an artificial alloy 
made by melting two ores together, the 
one copper and the other zine. The so- 
called Monel metal, now a regular prod- 
uct of an Eastern copper refinery, is the 
modern equivalent of the ancient natural 
alloy—a compound of copper and nickel 
obtained by reducing the copper-nickel ores 
of the Sudbury mines in Ontario. All 
the arrowheads and other implements 
which have been found in the Sudbury 
district are made of this native copper- 


nickel, hardened only by hammering.— 
Scientific American. 
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FOOD INSPECTION DECISION 149 


Use of Copper Salts in the Greening of 
Foods 


Paragraph 4 of Food Inspection 
Decision 148 is hereby modified to 
read as follows: 


The Secretary of Agriculture, therefore, 
will regard as adulterated, under the food 
and drugs act, foods greened with copper 
salts which, on and after January 1, 1913, 
are offered for entry into the United States 
or are manufactured or offered for sale in 
the District of Columbia or the territories, 
or which, on and after May 1, 1913, are 
shipped in interstate commerce.

With a view to obtaining uniform stand- 
ards for foods and drugs in the Common- 


wealth of Australia, a Royal Commissioner . 


was appointed a short time ago by the 
Federal and State Governments, and has 
already heard a number of witnesses in 
Melbourne. The evidence of interest to 
pharmacists is summarized in this issue, 
and it will be observed that while four 
pharmaceutical witnesses asked for the ex- 
clusion of the British Pharmaceutical Co- 
dex as a standard ‘‘not on the ground of 
its incompleteness or untrustworthiness, 
but because it contained formulae for a 
number of commercial articles, the stand- 
ards for which, it was considered, were 
likely to prove harassing to pharmacists,’’ 
the Royal Commissioner pointed out that 
the Interstate Conference was strongly of 
opinion that the Codex should be a stand- 
ard. The United States Pharmacopoeia 
was also objected to by these witnesses, 
but they asked that the Australasian Phar- 
maceutical Formulary should be adopted 
as a standard; there is here some evidence 
of a lack of the sense of humor, for the 
.P.F.’’ might be housed comfortably in 
ten pages of the Codex, a volume of which 
free use has been made by-the compilers of 
its little competitor—Pharm. Journ. and 
Pharmacist, Nov. 23, 1912.

One pint of pineapple juice, 2 pints 
of cream, 34 pounds sugar, some whip- 
ped cream and a few candied rose leaves. 
Bring one pint of the cream to the boil- 
ing point in a double boiler and add 
sugar. Remove from the fire and when 
-@ol add the other pint of cream and the 
pineapple juice. Freeze. Serve in glasses 
with whipped and sweetened cream on 
top and decorate with the rose leaves. 


Tea Punch. 

Make up four quarts of ordinary 
breakfast tea; add 3 lemons and 1 orange 
sliced. Sweeten to suit. Place in a bowl 
and add a large block of pure ice. Serve 
in tall glasses. This is a variation of iced 
tea, but a great drink, and a different 
way of serving never hurts.

enough 


Shake well together; pour into a glass and 
fill with the fine stream. 


Turkish Punch. 

One yolk of egg, 1 ounce grape juice, 
14, ounce lemon juice, two spoonsful pow- 
dered sugar. Mix thoroughly and mix 
again while filling up with hot soda. Top 
off with whipped cream and sprinkle a 
little cinnamon on top. 


Chopped Fig Sandwiches. 

Select nice fresh layer figs and re- 
move the stems. Wash them, then steam 
them in live steam to soften, and dip 
them into hot syrup, either plain or ma- 


ple. When cold run them through the 


finest cutter of your fruit chopper. Spread 
the paste thus obtained upon thin slices 
of buttered bread. 


Maple Shake. 

Plain cream, 3 ounces; maple syrup, 2 
ounces; large teaspoonful of ice cream 
and a sufficient quantity of cracked ice. 
Mix well together in a shaker; strain 
into a 12-ounce glass; fill with carbonated 
water, fine stream, and serve. Decorate 
with slices of fresh lemon. 


Sliced Orange Syrup. 

Grate the yellow part of the rind 
from a dozen California navel oranges, 
and rub the gratings with a small amount 
of sugar to absorb the oil. When this is 
done slowly add enough water to dissolve 
the sugar and strain through cheese- 
cloth. Now peel the fruit and separate 
the sections. With a sharp knife cut these 
sections into thin slices, and put the pro- 
duct of three oranges into a 1%-gallon 
jar. Divide the juice obtained from the 
rind equally among the four jars, and 
fill them with rock candy syrup. You 
should select large, juicy oranges for this 
purpose, or if they are small, use more 
of them. This syrup can be served as a 
sundae, ice cream soda or as a fruit 
phosphate.

“‘D—D. D. Hunt, a former supervisor of 
San Francisco and a pioneer druggist 
of this city, who founded, in collabora- 
tion with Professor Searby, the San 
Francisco College of Pharmacy, died 
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at Le Grande, Merced County, on last 
Friday night at the age of 71.’’ Some- 
time since, when a question arose about 
the founder or the founders of the 
California College of Pharmacy, Pro- 
fessor W. T. Wenzell said: ‘‘ Ask 
James G. Steele; he knows, better 
than anyone living, everything con- 


nected with the matter.’’ The Ex- 


aminer statement was therefore re- 
ferred to Mr. Steele, who replied as 
follows: 


‘*T noted the death of Mr. Hunt, but 
did not see the Examiner article. Mr. 
Hunt never claimed any. part in the found- 
ing of the College of Pharmacy. He did 
not come to San Francisco until long after 
the college was started. He never held 
any office in the college, but was secretary 


‘of the California Pharmaceutical Society in 


1891 and 1892. The original founders of 


the college, in 1872, were Searby, Forbes, 


Simpson, Calvert, Wenzell and Steele. Cal- 
vert and Steele drew up the articles of in- 
corporation and the constitution and by- 
laws of the college. I have published these 
and concurrent facts several times, and it 
is all in the ‘History of the College,’ the 
second part of which I am struggling with 
even now.

International Exposition. 

Roeding, discussing the plan of hav- 
ing the Rosarians of the world com- 
pete, states: ‘‘This ought to be one 
of the great features of our horti- 


cultural display. It is possible, with 
our favorable climatic conditions, to 


plant roses far in advance of the open- 
ing of the Exposition. Nothing would 
add so much to the attractiveness of 
our out-door display during the height 
of the Exposition as a large plot of 
roses loaded with bloom.’’ 

Probably one of the most interest- 
ing of the many great concessions that 
will be seen at the Panama-Pacifice In- 
ternational Exposition is the produc- 
tion of the Panama Canal on a gigan- 
tic scale. 

The concession will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $250,000, and was granted 
to Lewis E. Myers, a well-known en- 
gineer of Chicago. 

Mr. Myers is an engineer and not 
a showman. He visited the canal 
zone to study its construction, and the 
idea came to him to perfect a means 
whereby the people of this country 
could learn more about it. 


On his return to this country he 
proceeded to perfect and patent his 
ideas. He plans to truthfully repro- 
duce the canal and the surrounding 
country in a weather-proof building 
with a glass roof.

Storing Leeches 
(A. H.—292/48) 


The keeping of leeches has been the sub- — 
ject of many articles in pharmaceutical 
literature, especially in France. The fol- 
lowing experiments, made quite recently, 
have been found satisfactory: (1) A ves- 
sel with water in which was placed a 
little fern, and changed every ten days, 
the fern being washed and replaced each 
time; (2) a vessel with water in which was 
placed a little fern, but the water was 
only changed and the fern washed twice 
in four months. The author used the same 
fern for a year and a half, changing the 
water every ten to twelve days, and has 
had no deaths. The water should be good 
rain water, renewed at the proper time | 
with water of the same temperature as 
that in the leech vase, i. e., between 56° 
and 75° F. The general method of cover- 
ing the vase appears to be that of tying a 
piece of muslin over the top. Additional 
information will be found in the P. J., 
May 11, 1907, page 616, and also P. J., 
December 23, 1911, page 849. A 2-litre 
vessel filled two-thirds with water, to 
which 200 Gms. of animal charcoal has 
been added, is also recommended. The im- 
portant point in changing the water is to 
see that the temperature of the new water — 
is the same as that of the old. 


Rivalta’s Reaction for Pus 


Merklen, Regnard and Bonvalet (Gaz. 
des Hop., No. 73, 1912). The test is per- 
formed as follows: A drop of the fluid 
to be investigated is allowed to fall into 
50 ¢.cm. of distilled water to which oné 
drop of dilute acetic acid has been added. 
If the fluid contains pus, a cloudy precipi- 
tate, which the authors compare to the 
smoke of a cigarette, forms; in the ab- 
sence of pus, the fluid remains clear. The 
test is especially useful in distinguishing 
exudates from transudates and in deter- 
mining whether the albumin in urine is 
due to pus or not. <A pyuria, even of 
slight grade, will give a positive reaction, 
while a purely nephritic albuminuria will 
fail to do so. 

The nature of the reaction is not quite 
clear, but in all probability it is due to 
the alkali-albuminate and perhaps the 
nucleo-albumins present in pus.—Interstate 
Med. Journal.

Hydrocyanic Acid in Linseed 

Linseed sometimes contains small quan- 
tities of a glucoside which is capable under 
certain conditions of producing hydro- 
eyanic acid. It has been stated that al- 
though this is true as regards the seed, the 
cake made from the seed by the hot-press 
method yields no hydroeyanic acid, the 
particular enzyme giving rise to the acid 
being destroyed at the temperature em- 
ployed in pressing the seed into cake. A 
series of determinations both of the quan- 
tity of hydrocyanic acid yielded by dif- 


ferent specimens of linseed and of the 


quantity of hydrocyaniec acid from the 
cakes prepared by the hot-press process 
from the same linseed, showed that, when 
allowance was made for the oil removed 
during pressing, the cake yielded the same 
quantity of hydrocyanic acid as the orig- 
inal seed.
